My dear Flock : |

Passing of Brother 
Alphonsus Mourned 


Thousands of old students and 
friends of Notre Dame will be grieved 
to hear of the death of Brother Al- 
phonsus, C. 8. C., who for more than 
twenty-five years had been Rector of 
Brownson Hall, at the University of 
Notre Dame. 

The deceased was born at Washing- 
ton, D. C., on April 10, 1872. As a 
he came to Notre 
Dame with his brother and entered St. 
Edward's Hall, then a boarding scheo! 
for boys in the grades. The Catholic 
ity of the boys around him soon at- 
tracted him, and after a few years, 
both he and his brother became con 
verts and were baptized in the present 
University Chapel. Not very long af- 
ter this the boys had the pleasure of 
seeing their mother baptized at the 
same font in which they had received 
the sacrament. 

In those days the deceased was 
known as Paul Sweet. When Pau! was 
sixteen he decided to enter the Broth- 
erhood of the Congregation of Holy 
Cross. The Brothers had been his 
teachers and friends, and God inspired 
him to join them. On September 1, 
1888, Paul took the habit of the order 
and from that time was known as 
Brother Alphonsus. On August 15, 
1897, he made his final vows in the 
congregation, 

For about thirty years Brother A|l- 
phonsus was Rector of Brownson Hall. 
His kindly ways and friendly smile 
won for him the affection of all the 
students who came in contact with 
him. He became a great student of 
ornithology, was made a member of 
the Audubon Society, contributed 
many important articles to various 
magazines on the subject of birds, and 
was considered an authority on the 
birds of this country. It was through 
his instrumentality that Notre Dame 
became a Bird Sanctuary a few years 
ago. 

Brother Alphonsus devoted much of 
his time to the study of Cardinal New 
man, and became, perhaps, one of the 


' greatest authorities on that subject in 


this country. For a number of years 
be taught Newman in the Univers.ty 
Brother Alphonsus was a writer of 
ability. He contributed both poetry 
and prose to many periodicals.
